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TWO Y0UN6 MEK MET 
DEATH IN ROCK RIVER 


Edwin E. Goodrich and Frank S. Ay res Were Drowned Monday Afternoon 
W hile Fishing from a Boat in the Tail Race 
J ust Below the Dam. 


FORCE OF CURRENT THREW BOAT AGAINST ABUTMENT 


No One Saw Accident--Thrown Into Counter Curre nts and Encumbered W ith 
Heav y Clothing and Rubber Boots They Could Not Sav e Themselv es 
—Body of Ed. Goodrich Recov ered,at 9 This M orning-- 
Still Searching for Frank Ay res' Body . 


The community was startled and 
shocked bey ond measure late Monday 
afternoon when the report rapidly 
spread that Edwin E. Goodrich and 
Frank S. Ay res were drowned while 
fishing from a boat just below the dam 
near the Power and Lighting com­ 
pany ’s planL 
The report was soon confirmed when 
their upturned boat and fisbiDg tackle 
ware taken from the water together 
with the hat of one of the boy s. With 
the first shock of the terrible accident 
all hearts turned to the mothers of the 


possible for him to sav e himself 
in 
the whirl of water where they meet 
from the water wheels and the flood 
as it rushes ov er the dam. 
TALK ED WITH TEIE BOYS. 
Edward Max well, superintendent of 
Dix on Power and Lighting Co. and 
Burt Woodford, talked with the boy s 
out of one of the north windows in 
the old building of the electric light 
plant about 4 :20 o’clock. 
When seen this morning Mr. Max ­ 
well said: 
“ I raised the window and 
talked with the boy s about fiv e min- 


cov ered the boat and one oar not far 
below the bridge. 
A little later J ames 
Boy er secured the two fish poles near 
the bridge and the hat of Frank Ay ers 
below 
the 
bridge, 
where it had 
lodged. 


FIRST BODY| FOUND. 
The body of Edwin Goodrich was 
found this morning about nine o’clock 
by J ames Boy er and Will Schuler. 
The body was taken from the riv er 
from & point about eight rods abov e 
the driv e bridge and four rods from 
the south shore of the riv er near

The 
rush of water coming through the openings in the w alls in front of and to the right of the boat swung it in the 
direction of the dotted line so that it struck tae end of th e abutment at the left and capsized. 


two y oung men who, both widowed, 
hav e this second deep affliction so ab­ 
ruptly thrust upon them. Frank was 
Mrs. Ay res’ only child, Mrs. Goodrich 
hav ing a daughter to share with her 
the affliction. 
The grief of the moth­ 
ers is pitiable. 


No one saw the accident, but shortly 
before it must hav e occurred Burt 
Woodford and Edward Max well were 
talking with the boy s from one of the 
windows of the Dix on Power 
and 
Lighting company station. 
The day 
was cold and rainy and the boy s wore 
hip rubber boots and ov ercoats which 
rendered it impossible for them to 
swim when in the water. 
A t the 
south end of the dam there is a space 
twenty -fiv e feet wide and somewhat 
longer between the south abutment of 
the dam and the archway s from which 
the 
water 
flows 
from the water 
wheels. 
In this space the boy s had 
anchored their boat so that the wash 
of water from the wheels would not 
carry it down the riv er. 


The wheels were all running so that 
a strong current of water struck the 
boat. 
Frank was sitting in the stern 
of the boat and Ed. in the bow and 
the boat lay as shown in the accom­ 
pany ing diagram. The accident must 
hav e occurred when the anchor was 
raised, the strong rush of water driv ­ 
ing the boat across the open space and 
striking it against the corner of the 
cement abutment at the end of the 
dam. The force of the blow would be 
sufficient to knock them both out of 
the boat and the blow 
must hav e 
been terrific for when recov ered it was 
found that the side was splintered 
and cracked. 
Frank was unable to 
to swim. 
Ed. was a swimmer, but 
cumbered as be was it would be im - 


utes, joking with them about their 
luck, and also told them they took 
rather a wet day for fishing. The 
boy s wore hip boots and had heav y 
ov ercoats on. 
Mr. Woodford who was 
with 
me, and I left the window 
and 
went 
back 
to 
the 
office. 
It was about 4 :50 o’clock that 
Av ery Manges came runniog up to 
the office and informed me that the 
boat, which he thought belonged to 
the boy s was found near the driv e 
bridge, bottom side up. I at once 
went to the window and found the 
boy s and boat were gone from where 
tbey were, when I talked with them .” 


HOW THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED. 


When asked how he thought the 
accident occurred Mr. Max well said: 
“ The boy s had their boat anchored 
near the west corner of the old build­ 
ing with the stern pointing north­ 
west. 
They had a chain with a large stone 
tied to it for an anchor. 
They fished in this position for some 
time, when I think they went to draw 
the anchor, and the current drew 
them out toward the main riv er strik­ 
ing the west corner of the abutment 
wall, breaking in the side of the boat 
and hurliDg the boy s into the strong 
our rent near the dam. 
I think the 
boy s bad but a few seoonds notice of 
what was going to happen, and the 
current being so strong, they could 
not sav e them selv es.” 
Twenty minutes before the empty 
boat was seea floating down the riv er 
E. S. Munson and Harry Morgan saw j 
the boy s on their way up to the dam 
in the boat owned by Elmer Ry near- 
son. 
They aflked the boy s if they 
thought they could make it against 
the current and they 
said 
they 
thought they oould.

re 


where the fishing poles were found 
last night. 
Mr. Schuler was rowing 
and Mr. Boy er was dragging the riv er. 
The body was put in a basket stretch­ 
er 
and taken to the undertaking 
rooms of Smith and Mov er. 
The 
body contained no scratohes or bruises 
of any kind, and was perfectly natural. 
The arms were stiff and bent in a po­ 
sition as if the unfortunate man bad 
been conscious of what was going to 
occur, and had made an effort to grab 
something and sav e himself.

“ But it was not of Dix on ex actly , 
that we begin to write, but reserv ing 
a beflting notice of it for another 
day , we hav e a word or two of its 
founder, that may not be without in­ 
terest to the general reader. It is 
v ery seldom that in these hurry ing 
day s, men surv iv e to see the work of 
their hands brought to its full con- 
sumation, whether they plant a tree 
or win a farm from the wilderness, or 
found a town. But John Dix on, the 
first white dweller upon the beautiful 
banks of Rock riy er, Is an honored and 
note-worthy ex ception. 
Thirty y ears ago, this v enerable 
pioneer pitched his tent upon the spot 
where now cluster hundreds of homes, 
and whose breathless billows of green, 
are around with temples of science 
and alters of religion. The red shad­ 
ows that glide with noiseless step 
ov er the prairies or stole silently out 
from the surrounding grov es were his 
only neighbors. They saw the white- 
haired ferry man of the the pale faces, 
and christened him anew. “ Nachusa.” 
and that was his wildernftss baptism. 
In those old day s, to western adv en­ 
tures, the spot was known as Dix on’s 
Ferry , and thither tended the trader, 
the trapper, the ponderous wain and 
the military detachment westward 
bound—little did Mr. Dix on dream 
then, that so soon, the iron arch 
lor a 
great 
pendulum 
to swing 
in, should be flung across the riv er, 
within rifle shot of the ferry , that 
daily , the population for whole v il­ 
lages should v ibrate 
through the 
Prairie state. But be is mov ing here 
today , honored and belov ed, upon the 
wonderful soil whence be has seen a 
town spring 
like blades of y oung 
grain, 
fiushed with the glow and 
glory of summer. 
The face of the 
patriarch is ev ery where welcomed, 
and of him it may be in truth said: 
“ Children’s children hav e risen up to 
call him blessed.” Simple In his man­ 
ner, modest and unaffected, with a 
generous heart and an unblemished 
life, there is nothing to mar the sy m­ 
metry of his beautiful character, and 
ev ery thing to challenge affection and 
respect. 
What a world of reminiscences must 
be treasured in his memory : what un­ 
bound leav es of 
v eritable history , 
what unwritten stanzas of ex quisite 
poetry , what incidents that light the 
ey e with smiles, or dim with a tear. 
And it makes us sad to think that ere 
long that record will fade out; that 
poetry be bey ond the reach of mortal 
hand and so much of the annals of 
border life will be lost forev er to the 
world.

It may no t be generally kno wn that 
under the o riginal co nstitutio n o f the 
United States pro visio n is made fo r the 
trial o f criminal cases by jury, but no t 
o f civil cases. This in 17 89 caused dis­ 
satisfactio n, the peo ple claiming that 
the o missio n was intended to nbo lish 
trial by jury in civil cases, and the sev­ 
enth amendment was so o n ado pted, se­ 
curing the rights o f trial by jury in 
suits at co mmo n law where the value 
In co ntro versy shall exceed $20. 
In many co untries juries decide by a 
majo rity. In France since 1831 a ma­ 
jo rity o f two -thirds is required. This is 
true also In Germany, where the o pera­ 
tio n o f the institutio n is so co mplicated 
and withal so interesting that it is es- 
| pcctaby valuable to no te so me o f the 
| metho ds ado pted in the land o f the kai­ 
ser to secure justice and pro tect the 
rights o f the accused. 
Acco rding to Gefifran law, trial by 
jury is limited to criminal pro cedure 
and to cases within the co mpetence o f 
a single co urt co mpo sed o f three judges 
and twelve juro rs. The juro r receives 
no pay fo r his services, because the o f­ 
fice o f juro r is an ho no rary o ne. 
Many classes o f perso ns are excluded 
fro m jury service. Amo ng these may 
be mentio ned no t o nly such perso ns as 
have suffered a criminal judgment o r 
such as are o n trial o n criminal 
charges, but such also as are restricted 
in the use o f their pro perty by Judicial 
decree. 
The law enumerates also certain 
classes o f perso ns who o ught no t to be 
summo ned fo r jury service and who 
are meant to be excluded, but who se 
presence o n a jury do es no t o f itself 
necessarily invalidate a verdict. 
In 
this gro up are perso ns under thirty 
years o f age, perso ns who within three 
years have received suppo rt fro m pub­ 
lic charities fo r themselves o r their 
families and perso ns who are em­ 
plo yed as servants. 
A great many peo ple are as a special 
privilege exempt fro m jury servife in 
Germany. These Include o fficials, per­ 
so ns emplo yed in a public capacity in 
the service o f religio n, perso ns in ac­ 
tive military service and teachers in 
the public scho o ls, but atto rneys are 
no t numbered amo ng these so privi­ 
leged. Physicians, ho wever, and apo th­ 
ecaries who have no assistants, perso ns 
abo ve sixty-fo ur years o f age and per­ 
so ns who sho w that they are unable to 
bear the expense o f this unpaid Jury 
service are amo ng the privileged. 
The basis o f the list fro m which the 
jury is selected is a list o f perso ns who 
are eligible to service as lay members 
o f lo cal co urts. No ne o f these lay mem­ 
bers serves mo re than five days in a 
year, and this pro vides a large list fo r 
jury selectio n. 
The presiding o fficial In each co m­ 
mune must each year prepare a list, 
which is exhibited fo r public inspec­ 
tio n fo r o ne week, at the end o f which 
time the unpro tested names are sent 
to a judge in the district to which the 
co mmune belo ngs. 
Eventually fro m each “year list” arc 
selected thirty juro rs who co nstitute 
what is kno wn as the “verdict list.” 
In any given case these thirty juro rs 
are bro ught befo re the president o f the 
co urt, whefi tells them the name o f the 
accused and the nature o f the o ffense 
charged. 
The names o f the thirty 
Juro rs are written o n tickets which are 
placed in an urn, fro m which the final 
twelve juro rs are drawn by lo t. There 
may be as many challenges as the 
names In the urn exceed twelve. 
One o r mo re perso ns may 
be drawn 
by lo t to 
act in the place o f regular 
Juro rs in 
the event 
o f the disability 
o f any o f the latter. 
They sit In the 
case, take part in the tidal, ask ques­ 
tio ns if necessary, but assist in ren­ 
dering a verdict o nly in case any o f 
the regular juro rs be suddenly In­ 
capacitated. 
The jury determines the degree as 
well as the fact o f guilt and is in no ­ 
wise bo und by the instructio n o f the 
presiding Judge as to whether a given 
act falls within the definitio n o f a 
crime under the law. 
The juro rs elect their o wn fo reman, 
but o nly after they have retired to the 
jury ro o m to agree upo n a verdict A 
unanimo us vo te is no t required in find­ 
ing a verdict Only a majo rity o r two - 
thirds is necessary—that is, if the vo te 
is seven fo r co nvictio n and five fo r ac­ 
quittal the defendant is acquitted; if 
it is eight to fo ur he is co nvicted.—

If any Lo ndo ner crawling 
up to busi­ 
ness by train or tram through the fog 
turned his idle mind to wondering why 
It was called “ fog” he would probably 
decide that it could not have been call­ 
ed anything else. “ Fog” is its obvious 
name. Yet there is much speculation 
among philologists on this point. Dr. 
Murray’s dictionary suggests an inter­ 
esting pedigree. As far back as tjbe 
fourteenth century “ fog” meant after­ 
grass, the rank grass that sprang up 
after hay harvest or grew In the win­ 
ter, while in the north it meant moss. 
Then “ foggy” came to mean boggy. 
Next It was used to mean bloated or 
puffy of the flesh of men or animals, 
and finally, as applied to ale or air, it 
meant thick, and our modern fog was 
derived back from this “ foggy.” Skeat, 
however, goes straight to the Danish 
“ fog,” as In “ snee fog,” a snowstorm, 
from “ fyge,” to drift.
